A rtillery Lett at Porto Rico Not W a n t­ 
ed by United States— W ill Be Sold 
to 
Highest Bidder. 


W ashington, March 17.

States finally nas decided that it does 
rot want to purchase the Spanish ar 
tillery left in Porto Rico, the tender 
of which was made by the Spanish 
government, and Semir 
Oejda here 
has been so informed by the state <le- 
partnient. 
Thtrrefore Spain i* at lib­ 
erty to Sell liie.se guns to the highest 
bidder, which she proposes to do at 
once 
An army board reported that 
about $90,000 was the value of this 
material,

A largi-r quantity of this war ma­ 
terial is in Cuba and the Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent also sought to sell this to 
th«* United States, but was informed 
by the state department that it had 
no jurisdiction over Cuba and that 
Spain must d«'ul directly with the 
government of that island.

W ashington, March 17.—Before the 
s enato went Into executive 
session j 
l.evi Ankeny, of Washington, was es­ 
corted to tin) desk of Mr Foster, his j 
coib-ague. and sworn in. 
No fi gisla- ; 
tivc imsiness of any kind *va3 trans- 
aeti-d in the open session. 
Immediately after th e senate wen* I 
into executive session the order for j 
the presentation of am endm ents with j 
r> m inute speeches on them went into I 
effect. 
There was quite a large at- ! 
tendance of senators, both political j 
parties having 
sum m oned their ad­ 
herents in the senate to he present 1 
with the view of making the best pos­ 
sible showing in case of division on 
party lines 
Consequently the roll- 
calls of the day were well responded 
to and the vote cast was larger than 
had been expected. 
The first vote was taken about -10 
m inutes aft 'r the doors were closed, 
r«n<1 it cam e upon an amendm ent sng- 
gested by Senator Pettus, providing 
that the treaty should not go Into ef­ 
fect until it should he approved by 
congress. 
This am endm ent w as voted 
down by a large majority, all of the 
R epublicans and some of the Demo­ 
crats enrolling them selves against it 
Following the announcem ent of that 
ballot Senator Morgan offered a nura* 
her of amendm ents, of which he had 
given previous notice, hut they were 
passed upon adversely and without 
ioil calls. 
T h e second roll-call of the day was 
upon an amendm ent offered by Sena 
tor Morgan, providing for the aequisi- 
Tion of the canal zone in perpetuity 
and not by lease to lie renewed after 
!»9 years, as provided In the treaty. 
It w as voted down. 
The senate then took up Senator 
B acon’s am endm ent for the absolute 
control by the United States and Mr. 
Bacon addressed the senate in sup 
port of it. 
Mr 
Bacon was followed by other 
D em ocratic *enators, all favoring the 
Bacon amendm ent. 
The 
Dem ocrats 
expressed the opinion that before its 
completion the canal would cost not 
less than 5300,000,000, and declared 
that so vast a sura should not be spent 
by this country without providing for 
the absolute and unconditional right 
to police, control and defend the canal 
Th«>y contended that while both the 
political parties had adopted declara­ 
tions favorable to an Isthm ian canal, 
every such declaration had coupled 
with it the condition that the canal 
should be under American control 
T he Republican senators 
warmly 
defended the treaty as it stands, con 
tending that it affords ample protec 
tion to American interests. 
During the discussion some of the 
Democratic senators called attention 
ti the Instability of many of the Cen­ 
tral and South American 
republics 
and urged that on this account 
t 
would 
he necessary for the I nited 
S tates to he constantly on tlx* spo* 
with its m eans of protection 
I!'«' 
Republicans r.'pliod th at all the poo 
pie of all parties in the South and 
Central American countries have such 
great respect for the United States 
as to insure ihe protection of its prop­ 
erty. whatever the party in power. 
T he Bacon amendm ent, when put 
ti a vote, was lost, 15 to 24, a Btrict. 
party vote. 
Senator Teller thereupon offered an 
am endm ent retaining the language of 
article 23 as it stands, except 
thx 
words, “with the consent of Colom­ 
bia,” in the provision perm itting the 
Intervention of the United States In 
case Colombia should prove unequal 
to the task of defending the canal, 
but it likewise was voted down, 46 
tr 24. 
The senate then at 6:05 o’clock ad­ 
journed with the understanding that 
the other Democratic caucus am end­ 
ment. that to article 4. should he dis­ 
posed of first.

Tin 
steamer Mariposa arrived from Aus­ 
tralia. bringing additional news ofth 
typhoon and tidal wave at the Poail 
island group the middle of January 
The French government has tnves .- 
gated the disaster and found that be 
tween 500 and 600 Islanders perished 
during the storm. 
After the wind 
had subsided and the waters had re 
ceded the bodies of drowned natives 
were found tied to trees about the 
place. 
Hikuera, one of the islands visited 
by the deluge, w as the least able to 
withstand its force, as its 
highest 
place is 12 feet above the sea. 
Th 
residents ¡locked to the heights and 
sought safety by binding themselves 
to the roe’ s and trees 
There they 
remained for the three or four day 
ir which th 1 storm swept over the 
dreadful scene. 
The islands of Hao Makokau and 
Hikuera are virtually washed away, 
as they are at present little above the 
sea level and are destitute of vege­ 
tation. 
On them man cannot subsist 
as the soli has vanished and the cocoa- 
nut trees are all dead. 
The French 
government 
of 
the 
islands did i II in its power to allevi­ 
ate 
the 
suffering 
Charles Revel, 
colonial Inspector ol the first clae«, 
now at Tahiti, made a tour of inspec­ 
tion of the fuamotu group in the Ital­ 
ian man-of-war Calabria, which ren­ 
dered all possible assistance toward 
aiding the sufferers. 
In his report 
M. Revel says: 
‘'In approaching Katui we saw the 
Zelee, the French 
man of war 
We 
exchanged signals and we came closa 
enough 
so that I could be put on 
board.” 
Commander Richard at first collect­ 
ed tndigents of Hikuera 
and 
had 
taken them to Raiora. He had visited 
Anaa. Reitoru., Merokau, Motutaunga, 
Tepoto, Tuanake and Katii. 
Hikuera had been devastated. 
It 
had 4oo deaths. 
It was a complete 
disaster. Th > sanitary condition was, 
however, good, and there was no fear 
of disease. 
Commander Richard, of the Zelee, 
made a tour of the islands. 
He da 
scribes the devastation as complete 
m the inland of Rarioa. 
Three fourths of the cocoanut trees 
have been destroyed, houses have been 
cast down, the walls of the Catholic 
chus'h and the prison were swept 
away and 12 inmates were killed. 
At 
Aniann three persons were killed by 
the cyclone.
